Be- 
fore they left the Germans had put 
two light guns on the Triumph, fore 
and aft, and fitted up a small wireless 
apparatus. The Triumph then set off. 
in company with the submarine, for 
fishing vessels in the vicinity. 


Portland, Me.—The steam trawler 


Triumph, which was owned by the 
North Atlantic Fisheries Company, 
had landed her catches at this port 
during the summer for a canning com- 
pany with extensive government con- 
tracts and for local dealers.

trawler was built about four years age 
and had a carrying capacity or 300,000 
pounds of flsh.

facturer to so graduate and direct 
electrical action of this nature as to 
give cheese any taste desired and any 
consistency that may be needed to 
supply the wants of a fastidious mar- 
ket.

equity case of F. X. Little, plaintiff 
vs. Cigarmakers' International Union 
and others. Emma J. Little, wife of 
the plaintiff, was a member of the 
Union and the regulations provided 
a $500 death benefit for those de- 
pendent upon the member and a $30 
funeral benefit. The plaintiff claimed 
that he was entitled to both provi- 
sions as the widower, while the de- 
fendants contended that the husband 
had not shown himself dependent 
upon his wife and as the widower 
could not draw the benefits. Judge 
McPherson holds that there was no 
evidence to show that the husband 
was dependent on the wife for his 
support, that he was making wages 
and there was no legal obligation on 
a wife to support her husband, and in 
the absence of evidence showing such 
dependency as a fact, the husband 
could not recover the $500 death ben- 
efit, but was entitled to the $50 fu- 
neral benefit and judgment was en- 
tered in favor of plaintiff for $50.
